DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's claim amendments canceling formulas 1 and 3, filed 3/1/10 has 
overcome the rejections set forth in the Final Rejection dated 12/1/09 and therefore the 
rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-7, 9-11, 13, 14 and 18-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest a nonaqueous electrolyte comprising a 
quaternary ammonium salt according to formula 2 as recited in the instant claims. The 
closest prior art of record is JP 60-30065 and U.S. 7,029,793. JP 60-30065 teaches a 
non-aqueous electrolyte comprising an aromatic quaternary ammonium salt such as 
Trimethylphenylammonium salt or Trimethylbenzylammonium salt. However neither of 
these disclosed salts meets the limitations of formula 2 of the instant claims. U.S. 
7,029,793 discloses alkyi pyrrolidium and alkyi piperdinium ions; however neither of 
these compounds has two alkyi groups attached to the Nitrogen atom in the ring. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
